The following Free Conference Committee action: 16 

Delete all text following the enacting clause and insert the following in lieu thereof: 17 

"Section 1.   KRS 61.878 is amended to read as follows: 18 

(1) The following public records are excluded from the application of KRS 61.870 to 61.884 19 

and shall be subject to inspection only upon order of a court of competent jurisdiction, 20 

except that no court shall authorize the inspection by any party of any materials pertaining 21 

to civil litigation beyond that which is provided by the Rules of Civil Procedure governing 22 

pretrial discovery: 23 

(a) Public records containing information of a personal nature where the public 24 

disclosure thereof would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal 25 

privacy; 26 

(b) Records confidentially disclosed to an agency and compiled and maintained for 27 

scientific research. This exemption shall not, however, apply to records the disclosure 28 

or publication of which is directed by another statute; 29 

(c) 1. Upon and after July 15, 1992, records confidentially disclosed to an agency or 30 

required by an agency to be disclosed to it, generally recognized as confidential 31 

or proprietary, which if openly disclosed would permit an unfair commercial 32 
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advantage to competitors of the entity that disclosed the records; 1 

2. Upon and after July 15, 1992, records confidentially disclosed to an agency or 2 

required by an agency to be disclosed to it, generally recognized as confidential 3 

or proprietary, which are compiled and maintained: 4 

a. In conjunction with an application for or the administration of a loan or 5 

grant; 6 

b. In conjunction with an application for or the administration of 7 

assessments, incentives, inducements, and tax credits as described in KRS 8 

Chapter 154; 9 

c. In conjunction with the regulation of commercial enterprise, including 10 

mineral exploration records, unpatented, secret commercially valuable 11 

plans, appliances, formulae, or processes, which are used for the making, 12 

preparing, compounding, treating, or processing of articles or materials 13 

which are trade commodities obtained from a person; or 14 

d. For the grant or review of a license to do business. 15 

3. The exemptions provided for in subparagraphs 1. and 2. of this paragraph shall 16 

not apply to records the disclosure or publication of which is directed by another 17 

statute; 18 

(d) Public records pertaining to a prospective location of a business or industry where no 19 

previous public disclosure has been made of the business' or industry's interest in 20 

locating in, relocating within or expanding within the Commonwealth. This 21 

exemption shall not include those records pertaining to application to agencies for 22 

permits or licenses necessary to do business or to expand business operations within 23 

the state, except as provided in paragraph (c) of this subsection; 24 

(e) Public records which are developed by an agency in conjunction with the regulation 25 

or supervision of financial institutions, including but not limited to, banks, savings 26 

and loan associations, and credit unions, which disclose the agency's internal 27 
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examining or audit criteria and related analytical methods; 1 

(f) The contents of real estate appraisals, engineering or feasibility estimates and 2 

evaluations made by or for a public agency relative to acquisition of property, until 3 

such time as all of the property has been acquired. The law of eminent domain shall 4 

not be affected by this provision; 5 

(g) Test questions, scoring keys, and other examination data used to administer a 6 

licensing examination, examination for employment, or academic examination before 7 

the exam is given or if it is to be given again; 8 

(h) Records of law enforcement agencies or agencies involved in administrative 9 

adjudication that were compiled in the process of detecting and investigating statutory 10 

or regulatory violations if the disclosure of the information would harm the agency by 11 

revealing the identity of informants not otherwise known or by premature release of 12 

information to be used in a prospective law enforcement action or administrative 13 

adjudication. Unless exempted by other provisions of KRS 61.870 to 61.884, public 14 

records exempted under this provision shall be open after enforcement action is 15 

completed or a decision is made to take no action; however, records or information 16 

compiled and maintained by county attorneys or Commonwealth's attorneys 17 

pertaining to criminal investigations or criminal litigation shall be exempted from the 18 

provisions of KRS 61.870 to 61.884 and shall remain exempted after enforcement 19 

action, including litigation, is completed or a decision is made to take no action. The 20 

exemptions provided by this subsection shall not be used by the custodian of the 21 

records to delay or impede the exercise of rights granted by KRS 61.870 to 61.884; 22 

(i) Preliminary drafts, notes, correspondence with private individuals, other than 23 

correspondence which is intended to give notice of final action of a public agency; 24 

(j) Preliminary recommendations, and preliminary memoranda in which opinions are 25 

expressed or policies formulated or recommended; 26 

(k) All public records or information the disclosure of which is prohibited by federal law 27 
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or regulation; 1 

(l) Public records or information the disclosure of which is prohibited or restricted or 2 

otherwise made confidential by enactment of the General Assembly, including any 3 

information acquired by the Department of Revenue in tax administration that is 4 

prohibited from divulgence or disclosure under Section 5 of this Act; 5 

(m) 1. Public records the disclosure of which would have a reasonable likelihood of 6 

threatening the public safety by exposing a vulnerability in preventing, 7 

protecting against, mitigating, or responding to a terrorist act and limited to: 8 

a. Criticality lists resulting from consequence assessments; 9 

b. Vulnerability assessments; 10 

c. Antiterrorism protective measures and plans; 11 

d. Counterterrorism measures and plans; 12 

e. Security and response needs assessments; 13 

f. Infrastructure records that expose a vulnerability referred to in this 14 

subparagraph through the disclosure of the location, configuration, or 15 

security of critical systems, including public utility critical systems. These 16 

critical systems shall include but not be limited to information technology, 17 

communication, electrical, fire suppression, ventilation, water, 18 

wastewater, sewage, and gas systems; 19 

g. The following records when their disclosure will expose a vulnerability 20 

referred to in this subparagraph: detailed drawings, schematics, maps, or 21 

specifications of structural elements, floor plans, and operating, utility, or 22 

security systems of any building or facility owned, occupied, leased, or 23 

maintained by a public agency; and 24 

h. Records when their disclosure will expose a vulnerability referred to in 25 

this subparagraph and that describe the exact physical location of 26 

hazardous chemical, radiological, or biological materials. 27 
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2. As used in this paragraph, "terrorist act" means a criminal act intended to: 1 

a. Intimidate or coerce a public agency or all or part of the civilian 2 

population; 3 

b. Disrupt a system identified in subparagraph 1.f. of this paragraph; or 4 

c. Cause massive destruction to a building or facility owned, occupied, 5 

leased, or maintained by a public agency. 6 

3. On the same day that a public agency denies a request to inspect a public record 7 

for a reason identified in this paragraph, that public agency shall forward a copy 8 

of the written denial of the request, referred to in KRS 61.880(1), to the 9 

executive director of the Kentucky Office of Homeland Security and the 10 

Attorney General. 11 

4. Nothing in this paragraph shall affect the obligations of a public agency with 12 

respect to disclosure and availability of public records under state 13 

environmental, health, and safety programs. 14 

5. The exemption established in this paragraph shall not apply when a member of 15 

the Kentucky General Assembly seeks to inspect a public record identified in 16 

this paragraph under the Open Records Law; 17 

(n) Public or private records, including books, papers, maps, photographs, cards, tapes, 18 

discs, diskettes, recordings, software, or other documentation regardless of physical 19 

form or characteristics, having historic, literary, artistic, or commemorative value 20 

accepted by the archivist of a public university, museum, or government depository 21 

from a donor or depositor other than a public agency. This exemption shall apply to 22 

the extent that nondisclosure is requested in writing by the donor or depositor of such 23 

records, but shall not apply to records the disclosure or publication of which is 24 

mandated by another statute or by federal law; 25 

(o) Records of a procurement process under KRS Chapter 45A or 56. This exemption 26 

shall not apply after: 27 
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1. A contract is awarded; or 1 

2. The procurement process is canceled without award of a contract and there is a 2 

determination that the contract will not be resolicited; and 3 

(p) Communications of a purely personal nature unrelated to any governmental function. 4 

(2) No exemption in this section shall be construed to prohibit disclosure of statistical 5 

information not descriptive of any readily identifiable person. 6 

(3) No exemption in this section shall be construed to deny, abridge, or impede the right of a 7 

public agency employee, including university employees, an applicant for employment, or 8 

an eligible on a register to inspect and to copy any record including preliminary and other 9 

supporting documentation that relates to him. The records shall include, but not be limited 10 

to, work plans, job performance, demotions, evaluations, promotions, compensation, 11 

classification, reallocation, transfers, lay-offs, disciplinary actions, examination scores, and 12 

preliminary and other supporting documentation. A public agency employee, including 13 

university employees, applicant, or eligible shall not have the right to inspect or to copy any 14 

examination or any documents relating to ongoing criminal or administrative investigations 15 

by an agency. 16 

(4) If any public record contains material which is not excepted under this section, the public 17 

agency shall separate the excepted and make the nonexcepted material available for 18 

examination. 19 

(5) The provisions of this section shall in no way prohibit or limit the exchange of public 20 

records or the sharing of information between public agencies when the exchange is serving 21 

a legitimate governmental need or is necessary in the performance of a legitimate 22 

government function. 23 

Section 2.   KRS 96.895 is amended to read as follows: 24 

(1) As used in this section, unless the context requires otherwise: 25 

(a) "Book value" means original cost unadjusted for depreciation as reflected in the 26 

TVA's books of account; 27 
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(b)[ "Department" means the Department for Local Government; 1 

(c)] "Fund" means the regional development agency assistance fund established in 2 

subsection (4) of this section; 3 

(c)[(d)] "Fund-eligible county" means one (1) of Adair, Allen, Ballard, Barren, Bell, 4 

Butler, Caldwell, Calloway, Carlisle, Christian, Clinton, Cumberland, Edmonson, 5 

Fulton, Graves, Grayson, Harlan, Hart, Henderson, Hickman, Livingston, Logan, 6 

Lyon, Marshall, McCracken, McCreary, Metcalfe, Monroe, Muhlenberg, Ohio, 7 

Russell, Simpson, Todd, Trigg, Union, Warren, Wayne, Webster, or Whitley 8 

Counties; 9 

(d)[(e)] "Regional development agency" or "agency" means a local industrial 10 

development authority established under KRS 154.50-301 to 154.50-346 that is 11 

designated by a fiscal court to receive a payment pursuant to this section; 12 

(e)[(f)] "TVA" means the Tennessee Valley Authority; and 13 

(f)[(g)] "TVA property" means land owned by the United States and in the custody of 14 

the TVA, together with improvements that have a fixed situs on the land, including 15 

work in progress but excluding temporary construction facilities, if these 16 

improvements either: 17 

1. Were in existence when title to the land on which they are situated was acquired 18 

by the United States; or 19 

2. Are allocated by the TVA or determined by it to be allocable to power. 20 

However, manufacturing machinery as interpreted by the Department of 21 

Revenue for franchise tax determination; ash disposal systems; and coal 22 

handling facilities, including railroads, cranes and hoists, and crushing and 23 

conveying equipment, shall be excluded. 24 

(2) Book value shall be determined, for purposes of applying this section, as of the June 30 25 

used by the TVA in computing the annual payment to the Commonwealth that is subject to 26 

redistribution by the Commonwealth. 27 
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(3) Except for payments made directly by the TVA to counties, the total fiscal year payment 1 

received by the Commonwealth of Kentucky from the TVA, as authorized by Section 13 of 2 

the Tennessee Valley Authority Act, as amended, shall be prorated thirty percent (30%) to 3 

the general fund of the Commonwealth and seventy percent (70%) among counties, cities, 4 

and school districts, as provided in subsections (6) and (7) of this section. 5 

(4) (a) The regional development agency assistance fund is hereby established in the State 6 

Treasury. 7 

(b) The fund shall be administered by the Department for Local Government for the 8 

purpose of providing funding to agencies that are designated to receive funding in a 9 

given fiscal year by the fiscal court of each fund-eligible county through the Regional 10 

Development Agency Assistance Program established in KRS 96.905. 11 

(c) The fund shall only receive the moneys transferred from the general fund pursuant to 12 

subsection (5) of this section. 13 

(d) Notwithstanding KRS 45.229, any moneys remaining in the fund at the close of the 14 

fiscal year shall not lapse but shall be carried forward into the succeeding fiscal year. 15 

Any interest earnings of the fund shall become a part of the fund and shall not lapse. 16 

(5) For fiscal years beginning on or after July 1, 2018, a portion of the total fiscal year payment 17 

received by the Commonwealth that is allocated to the general fund shall be transferred 18 

from the general fund to the regional development agency assistance fund established in 19 

subsection (4) of this section. This portion shall be equal to: 20 

(a) In fiscal year 2018-2019, two million dollars ($2,000,000); 21 

(b) In fiscal year 2019-2020, four million dollars ($4,000,000); and 22 

(c) In each fiscal year, beginning with the 2020-2021 fiscal year, six million dollars 23 

($6,000,000).  24 

(6) The payment to each county, city, and school district shall be determined by the proportion 25 

that the book value of TVA property in such taxing district, multiplied by the current tax 26 

rate, bears to the total of the book values of TVA property in all such taxing districts in the 27 
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Commonwealth, multiplied by their respective tax rates. However, for purposes of this 1 

calculation, each public school district shall have its tax rate increased by thirty cents 2 

($0.30). 3 

(7) As soon as practicable after the amount of payment to be made to the Commonwealth is 4 

finally determined by the TVA, the Department of Revenue shall determine the book value 5 

of TVA property in each county, city, and school district and shall prorate the payments 6 

allocated to counties, cities, and school districts under subsection (3) of this section among 7 

the distributees as provided in subsection (6) of this section. The Department of Revenue 8 

shall certify the payment due each taxing district to the Finance and Administration Cabinet 9 

which shall make the payment to such district. 10 

(8) In each fiscal year, after the Department of Revenue has calculated the prorated payment 11 

amount that is due to each county pursuant to subsection (7) of this section, the Department 12 

for Local Government shall then make a written request to the fiscal court of each fund-13 

eligible county for the name and address of the agency the fiscal court designates to receive 14 

a payment from the fund pursuant to subsection (5) of this section. 15 

(9) Within sixty (60) days of the date of the Department for Local 16 

Government's[department's] request, each fiscal court shall designate in writing one (1) 17 

agency that shall receive a share of the total amount of funds transferred to the fund in that 18 

fiscal year pursuant to subsection (5) of this section. Each agency's share shall be calculated 19 

as the total amount of funds transferred to the fund in that fiscal year divided by the total 20 

number of agencies designated to receive funds by fiscal courts of fund-eligible counties. 21 

Once the amount is determined by the Department for Local Government, the payment 22 

shall be paid by the Finance and Administration Cabinet directly to the designated agency. 23 

No amount shall be taken from the fund to pay administrative expenses by the Department 24 

for Local Government. 25 

(10) If a fiscal court does not respond to the Department for Local Government within sixty 26 

(60) days of the date of the Department for Local Government's[department's] request, the 27

payment otherwise due to an agency designated by that fiscal court shall be reallocated 1 

equally among the agencies that have been designated to receive payments by the other 2 

fiscal courts. 3 

(11) All agencies receiving funds under this section shall provide a written report annually, no 4 

later than October 1, to the fiscal court that designated it for payment and to the Interim 5 

Joint Committee on Appropriations and Revenue. The report shall describe how the funds 6 

were expended and the results of the use of funds in terms of economic development and 7 

job creation. 8 

(12) This section shall be applicable to all payments received after April 10, 2018, from the 9 

TVA under Section 13 of the Tennessee Valley Authority Act as amended. 10 

Section 3.   KRS 131.175 is amended to read as follows: 11 

Notwithstanding any other provisions of KRS Chapters 131 to 143A, for all taxes payable 12 

directly to the Department of Revenue, the sheriff or the county clerk, the commissioner shall 13 

have authority to waive the penalty, but not interest, where it is shown to the satisfaction of the 14 

department that failure to file or pay timely is due to reasonable cause. For purposes of this 15 

section, any addition to tax provided in Sections 42 and 52 of this Act shall be considered as 16 

penalty. 17 

Section 4.   KRS 131.180 is amended to read as follows: 18 

The provisions of this section shall be known as the "Uniform Civil Penalty Act." Penalties to be 19 

assessed in accordance with this section shall apply as follows unless otherwise provided by law: 20 

(1) Any taxpayer who files any return or report after the due date prescribed for filing or the 21 

due date as extended by the department shall, unless it is shown to the satisfaction of the 22 

department that the failure is due to reasonable cause, pay a penalty equal to two percent 23 

(2%) of the total tax due for each thirty (30) days or fraction thereof that the report or return 24 

is late. The total penalty levied pursuant to this subsection shall not exceed twenty percent 25 

(20%) of the total tax due; however, the penalty shall not be less than ten dollars ($10). 26 

(2) Any taxpayer who fails to withhold or collect any tax as required by law, fails to pay the tax 27 
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computed due on a return or report on or before the due date prescribed for it or the due 1 

date as extended by the department or, excluding underpayments determined under Section 2 

42 or 52 of this Act[pursuant to subsections (2) and (3) of KRS 141.990], fails to have 3 

timely paid at least seventy-five percent (75%) of the tax determined due by the department 4 

shall, unless it is shown to the satisfaction of the department that the failure is due to 5 

reasonable cause, pay a penalty equal to two percent (2%) of the tax not withheld, 6 

collected, or timely paid for each thirty (30) days or fraction thereof that the withholding, 7 

collection, or payment is late. The total penalty levied pursuant to this subsection shall not 8 

exceed twenty percent (20%) of the tax not timely withheld, collected, or paid; however, 9 

the penalty shall not be less than ten dollars ($10). 10 

(3)[ Any taxpayer who fails to pay any installment of estimated tax by the time prescribed in 11 

KRS 141.044 and 141.305 or who, pursuant to subsections (2) or (3) of KRS 141.990, is 12 

determined to have a declaration underpayment shall, unless it is shown to the satisfaction 13 

of the department that the failure or underpayment is due to reasonable cause, pay a penalty 14 

equal to ten percent (10%) of the amount of the underpayment or late payment; however, 15 

the penalty shall not be less than twenty-five dollars ($25). 16 

(4)] If any taxpayer fails or refuses to make and file a report or return or furnish any information 17 

requested in writing by the department, the department may make an estimate of the tax due 18 

from any information in its possession, assess the tax at not more than twice the amount 19 

estimated to be due, and add a penalty equal to five percent (5%) of the tax assessed for 20 

each thirty (30) days or fraction thereof that the return or report is not filed. The total 21 

penalty levied pursuant to this subsection shall not exceed fifty percent (50%) of the tax 22 

assessed; however, the penalty shall not be less than one hundred dollars ($100) unless the 23 

taxpayer demonstrates that the failure to file was due to reasonable cause as defined in KRS 24 

131.010(9). This penalty shall be applicable whether or not any tax is determined to be due 25 

on a subsequently filed return or if the subsequently filed return results in a refund. 26 

(4)[(5)] If any taxpayer fails or refuses to pay within sixty (60) days of the due date any tax 27 
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assessed by the department which is not protested in accordance with KRS 131.110, there 1 

shall be added a penalty equal to two percent (2%) of the unpaid tax for each thirty (30) 2 

days or fraction thereof that the tax is final, due, and owing, but not paid. 3 

(5)[(6)] Any taxpayer who fails to obtain any identification number, permit, license, or other 4 

document of authority from the department within the time required by law shall, unless it 5 

is shown to the satisfaction of the department that the failure is due to reasonable cause, pay 6 

a penalty equal to ten percent (10%) of any cost or fee required to be paid for the 7 

identification number, permit, license, or other document of authority; however, the penalty 8 

shall not be less than fifty dollars ($50). 9 

(6)[(7)] If any tax assessed by the department is the result of negligence by a taxpayer or other 10 

person, a penalty equal to ten percent (10%) of the tax so assessed shall be paid by the 11 

taxpayer or other person who was negligent. 12 

(7)[(8)] If any tax assessed by the department is the result of fraud committed by the taxpayer 13 

or other person, a penalty equal to fifty percent (50%) of the tax so assessed shall be paid 14 

by the taxpayer or other person who committed fraud. 15 

(8)[(9)] If any check tendered to the department is not paid when presented to the drawee 16 

bank for payment, there shall be paid as a penalty by the taxpayer who tendered the check, 17 

upon notice and demand of the department, an amount equal to ten percent (10%) of the 18 

check. The penalty under this section shall not be less than ten dollars ($10) nor more than 19 

one hundred dollars ($100). If the taxpayer who tendered the check shows to the 20 

department's satisfaction that the failure to honor payment of the check resulted from error 21 

by parties other than the taxpayer, the department shall waive the penalty. 22 

(9)[(10)] Any person who fails to make any tax report or return or pay any tax within the time, 23 

or in the manner required by law, for which a specific civil penalty is not provided by law, 24 

shall pay a penalty as provided in this section, with interest from the date due at the tax 25 

interest rate as defined in KRS 131.010(6). 26 

(10)[(11)] The penalties levied pursuant to subsection (4)[(5)] of this section shall apply to any 27 
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tax assessment protested pursuant to KRS 131.110 to the extent that any appeal of the 1 

assessment or portion of it is ruled by the Kentucky Claims Commission or, if appealed 2 

from, the court of last resort, as not protested, appealed, or pursued in good faith by the 3 

taxpayer. 4 

(11)[(12)] Nothing in this section shall be construed to prevent the assessment or collection of 5 

more than one (1) of the penalties levied under this section or any other civil or criminal 6 

penalty provided for violation of the law for which penalties are imposed. 7 

(12)[(13)] All penalties levied pursuant to this section shall be assessed, collected, and paid in 8 

the same manner as taxes. Any corporate officer or other person who becomes liable for 9 

payment of any tax assessed by the department shall likewise be liable for all penalties and 10 

interest applicable thereto. 11 

Section 5.   KRS 131.190 is amended to read as follows: 12 

(1) (a) No present or former commissioner or employee of the department, present or former 13 

member of a county board of assessment appeals, present or former property 14 

valuation administrator or employee, present or former secretary or employee of the 15 

Finance and Administration Cabinet, former secretary or employee of the Revenue 16 

Cabinet, or any other person, shall intentionally and without authorization inspect or 17 

divulge: 18 

1. Any information acquired by him of the affairs of any person;[, or ] 19 

2. Any information regarding the tax schedules, returns, or reports required to be 20 

filed with the department or other proper officer;[, or ] 21 

3. Any information produced by a hearing or investigation, insofar as the 22 

information may have to do with the affairs of the person's business; 23 

4. Unappealed final rulings issued by the department; 24 

5. Requests for guidance under KRS 131.130(8); 25 

6. Private letter rulings; or 26 

7 Alternative apportionment requests under KRS 141.120(12)(a) and any 27 
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response thereto. 1 

(b) Documents, data, and information subject to the prohibition established by this 2 

subsection shall not be subject to the Open Records Act, KRS 61.870 to 61.884, the 3 

Kentucky Rules of Civil Procedure, or any other order issued by an administrative 4 

hearing officer or administrative board or commission. 5 

(2) The prohibition established by subsection (1) of this section shall not extend to: 6 

(a) Information required in prosecutions for making false reports or returns of property 7 

for taxation, or any other infraction of the tax laws; 8 

(b) Any matter properly entered upon any assessment record, or in any way made a 9 

matter of public record; 10 

(c) Furnishing any taxpayer or his properly authorized agent with information respecting 11 

his own return; 12 

(d) Testimony provided by the commissioner or any employee of the department in any 13 

court, or the introduction as evidence of returns or reports filed with the department, 14 

in an action for violation of state or federal tax laws or in any action challenging state 15 

or federal tax laws; 16 

(e) Providing an owner of unmined coal, oil or gas reserves, and other mineral or energy 17 

resources assessed under KRS 132.820, or owners of surface land under which the 18 

unmined minerals lie, factual information about the owner's property derived from 19 

third-party returns filed for that owner's property, under the provisions of KRS 20 

132.820, that is used to determine the owner's assessment. This information shall be 21 

provided to the owner on a confidential basis, and the owner shall be subject to the 22 

penalties provided in KRS 131.990(2). The third-party filer shall be given prior notice 23 

of any disclosure of information to the owner that was provided by the third-party 24 

filer; 25 

(f) Providing to a third-party purchaser pursuant to an order entered in a foreclosure 26 

action filed in a court of competent jurisdiction, factual information related to the 27 
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owner or lessee of coal, oil, gas reserves, or any other mineral resources assessed 1 

under KRS 132.820. The department may promulgate an administrative regulation 2 

establishing a fee schedule for the provision of the information described in this 3 

paragraph.

administer the provisions of KRS 160.613 to 160.617 to applicable school districts on 11 

a confidential basis;[ or] 12 

(j) Providing documents, data, or other information to a third party pursuant to an 13 

order issued by a court of competent jurisdiction; or 14 

(k) Providing information to the Legislative Research Commission under: 15 

1. KRS 139.519 for purposes of the sales and use tax refund on building materials 16 

used for disaster recovery; 17 

2. KRS 141.436 for purposes of the energy efficiency products credits; 18 

3. KRS 141.437 for purposes of the ENERGY STAR home and the ENERGY 19 

STAR manufactured home credits; 20 

4. KRS 148.544 for purposes of the film industry incentives; 21 

5. KRS 154.26-095 for purposes of the Kentucky industrial revitalization tax 22 

credits and the job assessment fees; 23 

6. KRS 141.068 for purposes of the Kentucky investment fund; 24 

7. KRS 141.396 for purposes of the angel investor tax credit;  25 

8. KRS 141.389 for purposes of the distilled spirits credit;[ and] 26 

9. KRS 141.408 for purposes of the inventory credit; and 27 
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10. Section 53 of this Act for purposes of the recycling and composting credit. 1 

(3) The commissioner shall make available any information for official use only and on a 2 

confidential basis to the proper officer, agency, board or commission of this state, any 3 

Kentucky county, any Kentucky city, any other state, or the federal government, under 4 

reciprocal agreements whereby the department shall receive similar or useful information in 5 

return. 6 

(4) Access to and inspection of information received from the Internal Revenue Service is for 7 

department use only, and is restricted to tax administration purposes. Information received 8 

from the Internal Revenue Service shall not be made available to any other agency of state 9 

government, or any county, city, or other state, and shall not be inspected intentionally and 10 

without authorization by any present secretary or employee of the Finance and 11 

Administration Cabinet, commissioner or employee of the department, or any other person. 12 

(5) Statistics of crude oil as reported to the Department of Revenue under the crude oil excise 13 

tax requirements of KRS Chapter 137 and statistics of natural gas production as reported to 14 

the Department of Revenue under the natural resources severance tax requirements of KRS 15 

Chapter 143A may be made public by the department by release to the Energy and 16 

Environment Cabinet, Department for Natural Resources. 17 

(6) Notwithstanding any provision of law to the contrary, beginning with mine-map 18 

submissions for the 1989 tax year, the department may make public or divulge only those 19 

portions of mine maps submitted by taxpayers to the department pursuant to KRS Chapter 20 

132 for ad valorem tax purposes that depict the boundaries of mined-out parcel areas. 21 

These electronic maps shall not be relied upon to determine actual boundaries of mined-out 22 

parcel areas. Property boundaries contained in mine maps required under KRS Chapters 23 

350 and 352 shall not be construed to constitute land surveying or boundary surveys as 24 

defined by KRS 322.010 and any administrative regulations promulgated thereto. 25

(f) For tax periods beginning on or after July 1, 2005, the return required by KRS 14 

160.615; and 15 

(g) 1. For taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 2019, the returns required by 16 

subsection (3) of Section 47 of this Act or KRS[ 141.200(3) or] 141.206(1), 17 

provided that the corporation or pass-through entity has gross receipts of one 18 

million dollars ($1,000,000) or more. 19 

2. "Gross receipts" as used in this paragraph means gross receipts reported by the 20 

corporation or pass-through entity on their federal income tax return filed for 21 

the same taxable year as the return due under KRS Chapter 141. 22 

(3) (a) A person required to electronically file a return, report, or statement may apply for a 23 

waiver from the requirement by submitting the request on a form prescribed by the 24 

department.

(8) "New property" means the net difference in taxable value between real property additions 2 

and deletions to the property tax roll for the current year. "Real property additions" shall 3 

mean: 4 

(a) Property annexed or incorporated by a municipal corporation, or any other taxing 5 

jurisdiction; however, this definition shall not apply to property acquired through the 6 

merger or consolidation of school districts, or the transfer of property from one (1) 7 

school district to another; 8 

(b) Property, the ownership of which has been transferred from a tax-exempt entity to a 9 

nontax-exempt entity; 10 

(c) The value of improvements to existing nonresidential property; 11 

(d) The value of new residential improvements to property; 12 

(e) The value of improvements to existing residential property when the improvement 13 

increases the assessed value of the property by fifty percent (50%) or more; 14 

(f) Property created by the subdivision of unimproved property, provided, that when 15 

the[such] property is reclassified from farm to subdivision by the property valuation 16 

administrator, the value of the[such] property as a farm shall be a deletion from that 17 

category; 18 

(g) Property exempt from taxation, as an inducement for industrial or business use, at the 19 

expiration of its tax exempt status; 20 

(h) Property, the tax rate of which will change, according to the provisions of KRS 21 

82.085, to reflect additional urban services to be provided by the taxing jurisdiction, 22 

provided, however, that the[such] property shall be considered "real property 23 

additions" only in proportion to the additional urban services to be provided to the 24 

property over the urban services previously provided; and 25 

(i) The value of improvements to real property previously under assessment moratorium. 26 

 "Real property deletions" shall be limited to the value of real property removed from, or 27 
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reduced over the preceding year on, the property tax roll for the current year; 1 

(9) "Agricultural land" means: 2 

(a) Any tract of land, including all income-producing improvements, of at least ten (10) 3 

contiguous acres in area used for the production of livestock, livestock products, 4 

poultry, poultry products and/or the growing of tobacco and/or other crops including 5 

timber; 6 

(b) Any tract of land, including all income-producing improvements, of at least five (5) 7 

contiguous acres in area commercially used for aquaculture; or 8 

(c) Any tract of land devoted to and meeting the requirements and qualifications for 9 

payments pursuant to agriculture programs under an agreement with the state or 10 

federal government; 11 

(10) "Horticultural land" means any tract of land, including all income-producing 12 

improvements, of at least five (5) contiguous acres in area commercially used for the 13 

cultivation of a garden, orchard, or the raising of fruits or nuts, vegetables, flowers, or 14 

ornamental plants; 15 

(11) "Agricultural or horticultural value" means the use value of "agricultural or horticultural 16 

land" based upon income-producing capability and comparable sales of farmland purchased 17 

for farm purposes where the price is indicative of farm use value, excluding sales 18 

representing purchases for farm expansion, better accessibility, and other factors which 19 

inflate the purchase price beyond farm use value, if any, considering the following factors 20 

as they affect a taxable unit: 21 

(a) Relative percentages of tillable land, pasture land, and woodland; 22 

(b) Degree of productivity of the soil; 23 

(c) Risk of flooding; 24 

(d) Improvements to and on the land that relate to the production of income; 25 

(e) Row crop capability including allotted crops other than tobacco; 26 

(f) Accessibility to all-weather roads and markets; and 27 
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(g) Factors which affect the general agricultural or horticultural economy, such as: 1 

interest, price of farm products, cost of farm materials and supplies, labor, or any 2 

economic factor which would affect net farm income; 3 

(12) "Deferred tax" means the difference in the tax based on agricultural or horticultural value 4 

and the tax based on fair cash value; 5 

(13) "Homestead" means real property maintained as the permanent residence of the owner with 6 

all land and improvements adjoining and contiguous thereto including but not limited to 7 

lawns, drives, flower or vegetable gardens, outbuildings, and all other land connected 8 

thereto; 9 

(14) "Residential unit" means all or that part of real property occupied as the permanent 10 

residence of the owner; 11 

(15) "Special benefits" are those which are provided by public works not financed through the 12 

general tax levy but through special assessments against the benefited property; 13 

(16) "Mobile home" means a structure, transportable in one (1) or more sections, which when 14 

erected on site measures eight (8) body feet or more in width and thirty-two (32) body feet 15 

or more in length, and which is built on a permanent chassis and designed to be used as a 16 

dwelling, with or without a permanent foundation, when connected to the required utilities, 17 

and includes the plumbing, heating, air-conditioning, and electrical systems contained 18 

therein. It may be used as a place of residence, business, profession, or trade by the owner, 19 

lessee, or their assigns and may consist of one (1) or more units that can be attached or 20 

joined together to comprise an integral unit or condominium structure; 21 

(17) "Recreational vehicle" means a vehicular type unit primarily designed as temporary living 22 

quarters for recreational, camping, or travel use, which either has its own motive power or 23 

is mounted on or drawn by another vehicle.

(a) Travel trailer: A vehicular unit, mounted on wheels, designed to provide temporary 26

motorized vehicle, and with a living area of less than two hundred twenty (220) 2 

square feet, excluding built-in equipment (such as wardrobes, closets, cabinets, 3 

kitchen units or fixtures) and bath and toilet rooms.

224.60-115; 19 

(21) "Qualifying voluntary environmental remediation property" means real property subject to 20 

the provisions of KRS 224.1-400 and 224.1-405, or 224.60-135 where the Energy and 21 

Environment Cabinet has made a determination that: 22 

(a) All releases of hazardous substances, pollutants, contaminants, petroleum, or 23 

petroleum products at the property occurred prior to the property owner's acquisition 24 

of the property; 25 

(b) The property owner has made all appropriate inquiry into previous ownership and 26 

uses of the property in accordance with generally accepted practices prior to the 27 
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acquisition of the property; 1 

(c) The property owner or a responsible party has provided all legally required notices 2 

with respect to hazardous substances, pollutants, contaminants, petroleum, or 3 

petroleum products found at the property; 4 

(d) The property owner is in compliance with all land use restrictions and does not 5 

impede the effectiveness or integrity of any institutional control; 6 

(e) The property owner complied with any information request or administrative 7 

subpoena under KRS Chapter 224; and 8 

(f) The property owner is not affiliated with any person who is potentially liable for the 9 

release of hazardous substances, pollutants, contaminants, petroleum, or petroleum 10 

products on the property pursuant to KRS 224.1-400, 224.1-405, or 224.60-135, 11 

through: 12 

1. Direct or indirect familial relationship; 13 

2. Any contractual, corporate, or financial relationship, excluding relationships 14 

created by instruments conveying or financing title or by contracts for sale of 15 

goods or services; or 16 

3. Reorganization of a business entity that was potentially liable; 17 

(22) "Intangible personal property" means stocks, mutual funds, money market funds, bonds, 18 

loans, notes, mortgages, accounts receivable, land contracts, cash, credits, patents, 19 

trademarks, copyrights, tobacco base, allotments, annuities, deferred compensation, 20 

retirement plans, and any other type of personal property that is not tangible personal 21 

property; 22 

(23) (a) "County" means any county, consolidated local government, urban-county 23 

government, unified local government, or charter county government; 24 

(b) "Fiscal court" means the legislative body of any county, consolidated local 25 

government, urban-county government, unified local government, or charter county 26 

government; and 27 
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(c) "County judge/executive" means the chief executive officer of any county, 1 

consolidated local government, urban-county government, unified local government, 2 

or charter county government; 3 

(24) "Taxing district" means any entity with the authority to levy a local ad valorem tax, 4 

including special purpose governmental entities; 5 

(25) "Special purpose governmental entity" shall have the same meaning as in KRS 65A.010, 6 

and as used in this chapter shall include only those special purpose governmental entities 7 

with the authority to levy ad valorem taxes, and that are not specifically exempt from the 8

(26) (a) "Broadcast" means the transmission of audio, video, or other signals, through any 10 

electronic, radio, light, or similar medium or method now in existence or later devised 11 

over the airwaves to the public in general.

(28) "Heavy equipment rental agreement" means the short-term rental contract under which 18 

qualified heavy equipment is rented without an operator for a period: 19 

(a) Not to exceed three hundred sixty-five (365) days; or 20 

(b) That is open-ended under the terms of the contract with no specified end date; 21 

(29) "Heavy equipment rental company" means an entity that is primarily engaged in a line 22 

of business described in Code 532412 or 532310 of the North American Industry 23 

Classification System Manual in effect on January 1, 2019; and 24 

(30) "Qualified heavy equipment" means machinery and equipment, including ancillary 25 

equipment and any attachments used in conjunction with the machinery and equipment, 26 

that is: 27 
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(a) Primarily used and designed for construction, mining, forestry, or industrial 1 

purposes, including but not limited to cranes, earthmoving equipment, well-drilling 2 

machinery and equipment, lifts, material handling equipment, pumps, generators, 3 

and pollution-reducing equipment; and 4 

(b) Held in a heavy equipment rental company's inventory for: 5 

1. Rental under a heavy equipment rental agreement; or 6 

2. Sale in the regular course of business. 7

d. For any taxable tangible personal property that is not listed due to the 20 

one thousand dollar ($1,000) threshold established in subdivision b. of 21 

this subparagraph, the owner of the property shall maintain records of 22 

the property and its fair cash value calculation for five (5) years after 23 

the expiration of the listing period. 24 

3. The holder of legal title, the holder of equitable title, and the claimant or bailee 25 

in possession of the property on the assessment date as provided by law shall be 26 

liable for the taxes thereon, and the property may be assessed in any of their 27 
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names. But, as between them, the holder of the equitable title shall pay the taxes 1 

thereon, whether or not the property is in his or her possession at the time of 2 

payment.

4. All persons in whose name property is properly assessed shall remain bound for 4 

the tax, notwithstanding they may have sold or parted with it. 5

property correctly and completely described in the assessment record for the previous year, 8 

or purchased during the preceding year and for which a value was stated in the deed 9 

according to the provisions of KRS 382.135, may be considered by the owner to be listed 10 

for the current year if no changes that could potentially affect the assessed value have been 11 

made to the property.

Denials of refund claims or applications may be protested and appealed in accordance with 18 

KRS 49.220 and 131.110. 19 

(4) Notwithstanding any provision of this section, when an assessment of limited liability 20 

entity tax is made under Section 41 of this Act against a pass-through entity as defined 21 

in Section 49 of this Act, the corporation or individual partners, members, or 22 

shareholders of the pass-through entity shall have one hundred eighty (180) days from 23 

the date of assessment to file returns to allow for items of income, deduction, and credit 24 

to be properly reported on the returns of the partners, members, or shareholders of the 25 

pass-through entity subject to adjustment. 26 

(5) Refunds shall be authorized with interest as provided in KRS 131.183. The refunds 27 
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authorized by this section shall be made in the same manner as other claims on the State 1 

Treasury are paid. They shall not be charged against any appropriation, but shall be 2 

deducted from tax receipts for the current fiscal year. 3 

(6)[(5)] Nothing in this section shall be construed to authorize the agency to make or cause to 4 

be made any refund except within four (4) years of the date prescribed by law for the filing 5 

of a return including any extension of time for filing the return, or the date the money was 6 

paid into the State Treasury, whichever is the later, except in any case where the assessment 7 

period has been extended by written agreement between the taxpayer and the department, 8 

the limitation contained in this subsection shall be extended accordingly. Nothing in this 9 

section shall be construed as requiring the agency to authorize any refund to a taxpayer 10 

without demand from the taxpayer, if in the opinion of the agency the cost to the state of 11 

authorizing the refund would be greater than the amount that should be refunded or 12 

credited.

be refunded to the extent provided by KRS 134.590, and by the statute held 17 

unconstitutional. 18 

(9)[(8)] No person shall secure a refund of motor fuels tax under KRS 134.580 unless the 19 

person holds an unrevoked refund permit issued by the department before the purchase of 20 

gasoline or special fuels and that permit entitles the person to apply for a refund under KRS 21 

138.344 to 138.355. 22 

(10)[(9)] Notwithstanding any provision of the Kentucky Revised Statutes to the contrary: 23 

(a) The Commonwealth hereby revokes and withdraws its consent to suit in any forum 24 

whatsoever on any claim for recovery, refund, or credit of any tax overpayment for 25 

any taxable year ending before December 31, 1995, made by an amended return or 26 

any other method after December 22, 1994, and based on a change from any initially 27

mandated appropriation for the payment of any claim for recovery, refund, or credit of 21 

any tax overpayment for any taxable year ending before December 31, 1995, made by 22 

an amended return or any other method after December 22, 1994, and based on a 23 

change from any initially filed separate return or returns to a combined return under 24 

the unitary business concept or to a consolidated return.

Section 13.   KRS 134.810 is amended to read as follows: 26 

(1) All state, county, city, urban-county government, school, and special taxing district ad 27 
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valorem taxes shall be due and payable on or before the earlier of the last day of the month 1 

in which registration renewal is required by law for a motor vehicle renewed or the last day 2 

of the month in which a vehicle is transferred. 3

(4) When a motor vehicle has been transferred before registration renewal or before taxes due 16 

have been paid, the owner pursuant to KRS 186.010(7)(a) and (c) on January 1 of any year 17 

shall be liable for the taxes on the motor vehicle, except as hereinafter provided. 18 

(5) If an owner obtains a certificate of registration for a motor vehicle valid through the last 19 

day of his second birth month following the month and year in which he applied for a 20 

certificate of registration, all state, county, city, urban-county government, school, and 21 

special tax district ad valorem tax liabilities arising from the assessment date following 22 

initial registration shall be due and payable on or before the last day of the first birth month 23 

following the assessment date or date of transfer, whichever is earlier. Any taxes due under 24 

the provisions of this subsection and not paid as set forth above shall be considered 25 

delinquent and subject to the same interest and penalties found in subsection (3) of this 26 

section.

(c) With a salvage title held by an insurance company; 7 

 on January 1 of any year shall not be taxed as a motor vehicle pursuant to KRS 132.485 but 8 

shall be subject to ad valorem tax as goods held for sale in the regular course of business 9 

under the provisions of KRS 132.020(1)(e)[(n)] and 132.220. 10 

(7) Any provision to the contrary notwithstanding, when any ad valorem tax on a motor vehicle 11 

becomes delinquent, the state and each county, city, urban-county government, or other 12 

taxing district shall have a lien on all motor vehicles owned or acquired by the person who 13 

owned the motor vehicle at the time the tax liability arose. A lien for delinquent ad valorem 14 

taxes shall not attach to any motor vehicle transferred while the taxes are due on that 15 

vehicle. For the purpose of delinquent ad valorem taxes on leased vehicles only, a lien on a 16 

leased vehicle shall not be attached to another vehicle owned by the lessor. 17

of each lien or set of liens arising from motor vehicle ad valorem property tax delinquency, 20 

a fee of two dollars ($2) pursuant to this section shall be added to the delinquent tax 21 

account. The fee shall be collected and retained by the county clerk who collects the 22 

delinquent tax. 23 

(9) The implementation of the automated lien system provided in this section shall not affect 24 

the manner in which commercial liens are recorded or released. 25 

SECTION 14.   A NEW SECTION OF KRS 136.500 TO 136.575 IS CREATED TO 26

income tax under Section 40 of this Act and the limited liability entity tax under Section 4

(3) For the one (1) year during the transition from the bank franchise tax to the corporation 6 

income and limited liability entity taxes, there shall be allowed a refundable tax credit 7 

for income tax purposes under Section 40 of this Act equal to the amount of bank 8 

franchise tax paid for that one (1) year. 9 

Section 15.   KRS 136.500 is amended to read as follows: 10 

As used in KRS 136.500 to 136.575, unless the context requires otherwise: 11 

(1) "Billing address" means the location indicated in the books and records of the financial 12 

institution, on the first day of the taxable year or the date in the taxable year when the 13 

customer relationship began, as the address where any notice, statement, or bill relating to a 14 

customer's account is mailed; 15 

(2) "Borrower located in this state" means a borrower, other than a credit card holder, that is 16 

engaged in a trade or business that maintains its commercial domicile in this state or a 17 

borrower that is not engaged in a trade or business; 18 

(3) "Credit card holder located in this state" means a credit card holder whose billing address is 19 

in this state; 20 

(4) "Department" means the Department of Revenue; 21 

(5) "Commercial domicile" means: 22 

(a) The location from which the trade or business is principally managed and directed; or 23 

(b) The state of the United States or the District of Columbia from which the financial 24 

institution's trade or business in the United States is principally managed and directed, 25 

if a financial institution is organized under the laws of a foreign country, the 26 

Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, or any territory or possession of the United States. 27 
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 It shall be presumed, subject to rebuttal, that the location from which the financial 1 

institution's trade or business is principally managed and directed is the state of the United 2 

States or the District of Columbia to which the greatest number of employees are regularly 3 

connected or out of which they are working, irrespective of where the services of the 4 

employees are performed, as of the last day of the taxable year; 5 

(6) "Compensation" means wages, salaries, commissions, and any other form of remuneration 6 

paid to employees for personal services that are included in the employee's gross income 7 

under the Internal Revenue Code. In the case of employees not subject to the Internal 8 

Revenue Code, the determination of whether the payments would constitute gross income 9 

to the employees under the Internal Revenue Code shall be made as though the employees 10 

were subject to the Internal Revenue Code; 11 

(7) "Credit card" means credit, travel, or entertainment card; 12 

(8) "Credit card issuer's reimbursement fee" means the fee a financial institution receives from 13 

a merchant's bank because one (1) of the persons to whom the financial institution has 14 

issued a credit card has charged merchandise or services to the credit card; 15 

(9) "Employee" means, with respect to a particular financial institution, "employee" as defined 16 

in Section 3121(d) of the Internal Revenue Code; 17 

(10) "Financial institution" means: 18 

(a) A national bank organized as a body corporate and existing or in the process of 19 

organizing as a national bank association pursuant to the provisions of the National 20 

Bank Act, 12 U.S.C. secs. 21 et seq., in effect on December 31, 1997, exclusive of 21 

any amendments made subsequent to that date; 22 

(b) Any bank or trust company incorporated or organized under the laws of any state, 23 

except a banker's bank organized under KRS 286.3-135; 24 

(c) Any corporation organized under the provisions of 12 U.S.C. secs. 611 to 631, in 25 

effect on December 31, 1997, exclusive of any amendments made subsequent to that 26 

date, or any corporation organized after December 31, 1997, that meets the 27 
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requirements of 12 U.S.C. secs. 611 to 631, in effect on December 31, 1997; or 1 

(d) Any agency or branch of a foreign depository as defined in 12 U.S.C. sec. 3101, in 2 

effect on December 31, 1997, exclusive of any amendments made subsequent to that 3 

date, or any agency or branch of a foreign depository established after December 31, 4 

1997, that meets the requirements of 12 U.S.C. sec. 3101 in effect on December 31, 5 

1997; 6 

(11) "Gross rents" means the actual sum of money or other consideration payable for the use or 7 

possession of property. 8 

(a) "Gross rents" includes but is not limited to: 9 

1. Any amount payable for the use or possession of real property or tangible 10 

property, whether designated as a fixed sum of money or as a percentage of 11 

receipts, profits, or otherwise; 12 

2. Any amount payable as additional rent or in lieu of rent, such as interest, taxes, 13 

insurance, repairs, or any other amount required to be paid by the terms of a 14 

lease or other arrangement; and 15 

3. A proportionate part of the cost of any improvement to real property made by or 16 

on behalf of the financial institution which reverts to the owner or lessor upon 17 

termination of a lease or other arrangement. The amount to be included in gross 18 

rents is the amount of amortization or depreciation allowed in computing the 19 

taxable income base for the taxable year. However, where a building is erected 20 

on leased land by or on behalf of the financial institution, the value of the land 21

(12) "Internal Revenue Code" means the Internal Revenue Code, Title 26 U.S.C., in effect on 7 

December 31, 2001, exclusive of any amendments made subsequent to that date; 8 

(13) "Loan" means any extension of credit resulting from direct negotiations between the 9 

financial institution and its customer, and the purchase, in whole or in part, of the extension 10 

of credit from another. Loans include participations, syndications, and leases treated as 11 

loans for federal income tax purposes. Loans shall not include properties treated as loans 12 

under Section 595 of the Internal Revenue Code, futures or forward contracts, options, 13 

notional principal contracts such as swaps, credit card receivables, including purchased 14 

credit card relationships, noninterest-bearing balances due from depository institutions, 15 

cash items in the process of collection, federal funds sold, securities purchased under 16 

agreements to resell, assets held in a trading account, securities, interests in a real estate 17

(15) "Merchant discount" means the fee or negotiated discount charged to a merchant by the 24 

financial institution for the privilege of participating in a program where a credit card is 25 

accepted in payment for merchandise or services sold to the card holder; 26 

(16) "Person" means an individual, estate, trust, partnership, corporation, limited liability 27 
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company, or any other business entity; 1 

(17) "Principal base of operations" means: 2 

(a) With respect to transportation property, the place from which the property is regularly 3 

directed or controlled; and 4 

(b) With respect to an employee: 5 

1. The place the employee regularly starts work and to which the employee 6 

customarily returns in order to receive instructions from his or her employer; or 7 

2. If the place referred to in subparagraph 1. of this paragraph does not exist, the 8 

place the employee regularly communicates with customers or other persons; or 9 

3. If the place referred to in subparagraph 2. of this paragraph does not exist, the 10 

place the employee regularly performs any other functions necessary to the 11 

exercise of the employee's trade or profession at some other point or points; 12 

(18) "Real property owned" and "tangible personal property owned" mean real and tangible 13 

personal property, respectively, on which the financial institution may claim depreciation 14 

for federal income tax purposes, or property to which the financial institution holds legal 15 

title and on which no other person may claim depreciation for federal income tax purposes 16 

or could claim depreciation if subject to federal income tax. Real and tangible personal 17 

property do not include coin, currency, or property acquired in lieu of or pursuant to a 18 

foreclosure; 19 

(19) "Regular place of business" means an office at which the financial institution carries on its 20 

business in a regular and systematic manner and which is continuously maintained, 21 

occupied, and used by employees of the financial institution; 22 

(20) "State" means a state of the United States, the District of Columbia, the Commonwealth of 23 

Puerto Rico, any territory or possession of the United States, or any foreign country; 24 

(21) "Syndication" means an extension of credit in which two (2) or more persons fund and each 25 

person is at risk only up to a specified percentage of the total extension of credit or up to a 26 

specified dollar amount; 27 
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(22) (a) "Taxable year" means calendar year 1996 through calendar year 2021.[and every 1 

calendar year thereafter] 2 

(b) "Taxable year" does not include any calendar year after 2021; 3 

(23) "Transportation property" means vehicles and vessels capable of moving under their own 4 

power, such as aircraft, trains, water vessels, and motor vehicles, as well as any equipment 5 

or containers attached to the property, such as rolling stock, barges, or trailers; 6 

(24) "United States obligations" means all obligations of the United States exempt from taxation 7 

under 31 U.S.C. sec. 3124(a) or exempt under the United States Constitution or any federal 8 

statute, including the obligations of any instrumentality or agency of the United States that 9 

are exempt from state or local taxation under the United States Constitution or any statute 10

(25) "Kentucky obligations" means all obligations of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, its 12 

counties, municipalities, taxing districts, and school districts, exempt from taxation under 13 

the Kentucky Revised Statutes and the Constitution of Kentucky.

video programming service; 7 

(3) "Department" means the Department of Revenue; 8 

(4) "End user" means the person who utilized the multichannel video programming service. In 9 

the case of an entity, "end user" means the individual who used the service on behalf of the 10 

entity; 11 

(5) "Engaged in business" means: 12 

(a) Having any employee, representative, agent, salesman, canvasser, or solicitor 13 

operating in this state, under the authority of the provider, its subsidiary, or related 14 

entity, for the purpose of selling, delivering, taking orders, or performing any 15 

activities that help establish or maintain a marketplace for the provider; 16 

(b) Maintaining, occupying, or using permanently or temporarily, directly or indirectly, or 17 

through a subsidiary or any other related entity, agent or representative, by whatever 18 

name called, an office, place of distribution, sales or sample room or place, 19 

warehouse or storage place, or other place of business; 20 

(c) Having real or tangible personal property in this state; 21 

(d) Providing communications service by or through a customer's facilities located in this 22 

state; 23 

(e) Soliciting orders from residents of this state on a continuous, regular, or systematic 24 

basis in which the solicitation of the order, placement of the order by the customer or 25 

payment of the order utilizes the services of any financial institution, communications 26 

system, radio or television station, cable service, direct broadcast satellite or wireless 27 
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cable service, print media, or other facility or service located in this state; or 1 

(f) Soliciting orders from residents of this state on a continuous regular, systematic basis 2 

if the provider benefits from an agent or representative operating in this state under 3 

the authority of the provider to repair or service tangible personal property sold by the 4 

retailer; 5 

(6) "Gross revenues" means all amounts received in money, credits, property, or other money's 6 

worth in any form, by a provider for furnishing multichannel video programming service or 7 

communications service in this state excluding amounts received from: 8 

(a) Charges for Internet access as defined in 47 U.S.C. sec. 151; and 9 

(b) Any excise tax, sales tax, or similar tax, fee, or assessment levied by the United States 10 

or any state or local political subdivision upon the purchase, sale, use, or other 11 

consumption of communications services or multichannel video programming 12 

services that is permitted or required to be added to the sales price of the 13 

communications service or multichannel video programming service. This exclusion 14 

does not include any amount that the provider has retained as a reimbursement for 15 

collecting and remitting the tax to the appropriate taxing jurisdiction in a timely 16

(7) "In this state" means within the exterior limits of the Commonwealth of Kentucky and 18 

includes all territory within these limits owned by or ceded to the United States of America; 19

programming provided by or generally considered comparable to or in competition with 21 

programming provided by a television broadcast station and shall include but not be limited 22

(a) Cable service; 24 

(b) Satellite broadcast and wireless cable service;[ and] 25 

(c) Internet protocol television provided through wireline facilities without regard to 26 

delivery technology; and 27 
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(d) Video streaming services; 1 

(9) "Person" means and includes any individual, firm, corporation, joint venture, association, 2 

social club, fraternal organization, general partnership, limited partnership, limited liability 3 

partnership, limited liability company, nonprofit entity, estate, trust, business trust, receiver, 4 

trustee, syndicate, cooperative, assignee, governmental unit or agency, or any other group 5

1. Any charge attributable to the connection, movement, change, or termination of 4 

a multichannel video programming service; or 5 

2. Any charge for detail billing; 6 

(b) "Sales price" does not include any of the following: 7

2. Charges for the sale or rental of tangible personal property; 10 

3. Charges for billing and collection services provided to another multichannel 11 

video programming service provider; 12

(19) "Satellite broadcast and wireless cable service" means point-to-point or point-to-multipoint 21 

distribution services that include but are not limited to direct broadcast satellite service and 22 

multichannel multipoint distribution services, with programming or voice transmitted or 23 

broadcast by satellite, microwave, or any other equipment directly to the purchaser. 24 

Included in this definition are basic, extended, and premium service, pay-per-view service, 25 

digital or other music services, two (2) way service, and other similar services; 26 

(20) "School district" means a school district as defined in KRS 160.010 and 160.020;[ and] 27 
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(21) "Special district" means a special district as defined in KRS 65.005(2)(a) that currently 1 

levies on any provider or its customers the public service corporation property tax under 2 

KRS 136.120; and 3 

(22) "Video streaming services" means programming that streams live events, movies, 4 

syndicated and television programming, or other audio-visual content over the Internet 5 

for viewing on a television or other electronic device with or without regard to a 6 

particular viewing schedule. 7

As used in this definition, "product" means tangible personal property, an item transferred 17 

electronically, or a service; 18 

(3) "Business" includes any activity engaged in by any person or caused to be engaged in by 19 

that person with the object of gain, benefit, or advantage, either direct or indirect; 20 

(4) "Commonwealth" means the Commonwealth of Kentucky; 21 

(5) "Department" means the Department of Revenue; 22 

(6) (a) "Digital audio-visual works" means a series of related images which, when shown in 23 

succession, impart an impression of motion, with accompanying sounds, if any.

or more types of digital property. A "digital code" may be obtained by any means, 15 

including electronic mail messaging or by tangible means, regardless of the code's 16 

designation as a song code, video code, or book code.

4. Admissions charged by nonprofit educational, charitable, or religious 21 

institutions exempt under Section 28 of this Act; and 22 

5. Admissions charged by nonprofit civic, governmental, or other nonprofit 23 

organizations exempt under Section 29 of this Act[A portion of the admissions 24 

to county fairs exempt under KRS 139.470]; 25 

(d) Prepaid calling service and prepaid wireless calling service; 26 

(e) Intrastate, interstate, and international communications services as defined in KRS 27 
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139.195, except the furnishing of pay telephone service as defined in KRS 139.195; 1 

(f) Distribution, transmission, or transportation services for natural gas that is for storage, 2 

use, or other consumption in this state, excluding those services furnished: 3 

1. For natural gas that is classified as residential use as provided in KRS 4 

139.470(7); or 5 

2. To a seller or reseller of natural gas; 6 

(g) Landscaping services, including but not limited to: 7 

1. Lawn care and maintenance services; 8 

2. Tree trimming, pruning, or removal services; 9 

3. Landscape design and installation services; 10 

4. Landscape care and maintenance services; and 11 

5. Snow plowing or removal services; 12 

(h) Janitorial services, including but not limited to residential and commercial cleaning 13 

services, and carpet, upholstery, and window cleaning services; 14 

(i) Small animal veterinary services, excluding veterinary services for equine, cattle, 15 

poultry, swine, sheep, goats, llamas, alpacas, ratite birds, buffalo, and cervids; 16 

(j) Pet care services, including but not limited to grooming and boarding services, pet 17 

sitting services, and pet obedience training services; 18 

(k) Industrial laundry services, including but not limited to industrial uniform supply 19 

services, protective apparel supply services, and industrial mat and rug supply 20 

services; 21 

(l) Non-coin-operated laundry and dry cleaning services; 22 

(m) Linen supply services, including but not limited to table and bed linen supply services 23 

and nonindustrial uniform supply services; 24 

(n) Indoor skin tanning services, including but not limited to tanning booth or tanning 25 

bed services and spray tanning services;  26 

(o) Non-medical diet and weight reducing services; 27 
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(p) Limousine services, if a driver is provided; and 1 

(q) Extended warranty services. 2 

Section 21.   KRS 139.260 is amended to read as follows: 3 

For the purpose of the proper administration of this chapter and to prevent evasion of the duty to 4 

collect the taxes imposed by KRS 139.200 and 139.310, it shall be presumed that all gross 5 

receipts and all tangible personal property, digital property, and services sold by any person for 6 

delivery or access in this state are subject to the tax until the contrary is established. The burden 7

(2) A service included in paragraphs (a) to (f) in subsection (2) of Section 20 of this Act 17 

unless the person takes from the purchaser a certificate to the effect that the service is 18 

purchased through a fully completed certificate of exemption or fully completed 19 

Streamlined Sales and Use Tax Agreement Certificate of Exemption in accordance with 20 

KRS 139.270; and 21 

(3) A service included in paragraphs (g) to (q) in subsection (2) of Section 20 of this Act 22 

unless the person takes from the purchaser a certificate to the effect that the property is: 23 

(a) Purchased for resale according to Section 22 of this Act;  24 

(b) Purchased through a fully completed certificate of exemption or fully completed 25 

Streamlined Sales and Use Tax Agreement Certificate of Exemption in accordance 26 

with Section 22 of this Act; or 27 
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(c) Purchased according to administrative regulations promulgated by the department 1 

governing a direct pay authorization. 2 

Section 22.   KRS 139.270 is amended to read as follows: 3 

(1) The resale certificate, certificate of exemption, or Streamlined Sales and Use Tax 4 

Agreement Certificate of Exemption relieves the retailer or seller from the burden of proof 5 

if the retailer or seller: 6 

(a) Within ninety (90) days after the date of sale: 7 

1. Obtains a fully completed resale certificate, certificate of exemption, or 8 

Streamlined Sales and Use Tax Agreement Certificate of Exemption; or 9 

2. Captures the relevant data elements that correspond to the information that the 10 

purchaser would otherwise provide to the retailer or seller on the Streamlined 11 

Sales and Use Tax Agreement Certificate of Exemption; and 12 

(b) Maintains a file of the certificate obtained or relevant data elements captured in 13 

accordance with KRS 139.720. 14

(c) Any retailer soliciting orders for tangible personal property, digital property, or an 13 

extended warranty service from residents of this state on a continuous, regular, or 14 

systematic basis in which the solicitation of the order, placement of the order by the 15 

customer or the payment for the order utilizes the services of any financial institution, 16 

telecommunication system, radio or television station, cable television service, print 17 

media, or other facility or service located in this state; 18 

(d) Any retailer deriving receipts from the lease or rental of tangible personal property 19 

situated in this state; 20 

(e) Any retailer soliciting orders for tangible personal property, digital property, or an 21 

extended warranty service from residents of this state on a continuous, regular, 22 

systematic basis if the retailer benefits from an agent or representative operating in 23 

this state under the authority of the retailer to repair or service tangible personal 24 

property or digital property sold by the retailer; 25 

(f) Any retailer located outside Kentucky that uses a representative in Kentucky, either 26 

full-time or part-time, if the representative performs any activities that help establish 27 
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or maintain a marketplace for the retailer, including receiving or exchanging returned 1 

merchandise; or 2 

(g) 1. Any remote retailer selling tangible personal property or digital property 3 

delivered or transferred electronically to a purchaser in this state, including 4 

retail sales facilitated by a marketplace provider on behalf of the remote 5 

retailer, if: 6 

a.[1.] The remote retailer sold tangible personal property or digital property that 7 

was delivered or transferred electronically to a purchaser in this state in 8

(b) Digital property delivered or transferred electronically into this state; 23 

 was purchased from a retailer for storage, use, or other consumption in this state. 24 

(2) (a) A marketplace provider that makes retail sales on its own behalf or facilitates retail 25 

sales of tangible personal property, digital property, or services that are delivered or 26 

transferred electronically to a purchaser in this state for one (1) or more 27 
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marketplace retailers that in any sales combination exceeds one hundred thousand 1 

dollars ($100,000) or reaches two hundred (200) or more separate transactions in 2 

the immediately preceding calendar year or current calendar year shall be subject 3 

to this section.

1. Register for a sales and use tax permit number to report and remit the tax due 6

retailers; and 10 

3. Collect tax imposed under this chapter; 11 

 by the first day of the calendar month that begins no later than thirty (30) days 12 

after either threshold in paragraph (a) of this subsection is reached. 13 

(c) The marketplace provider shall collect Kentucky tax on the entire sales price or 14 

purchase price paid by a purchaser on each retail sale subject to tax under this 15 

chapter that is made on its own behalf or that is facilitated by the marketplace 16 

provider, regardless of whether the seller would have been required to collect the 17 

tax had the retail sale not been facilitated by the marketplace provider. 18

(5) If the retailer provides a prominent reference to a supplemental page in the retailer's catalog 8

advance or the shipment is made freight charges collect, to a point outside this state and the 21 

property is actually transported to the out-of-state destination for use by the carrier in the 22 

conduct of its business as a common carrier; 23 

(5) Gross receipts from sales of tangible personal property sold through coin-operated bulk 24 

vending machines, if the sale amounts to fifty cents ($0.50) or less, if the retailer is 25 

primarily engaged in making the sales and maintains records satisfactory to the department. 26 

As used in this subsection, "bulk vending machine" means a vending machine containing 27

(6) Gross receipts from sales to any cabinet, department, bureau, commission, board, or other 3 

statutory or constitutional agency of the state and gross receipts from sales to counties, 4 

cities, or special districts as defined in KRS 65.005. This exemption shall apply only to 5 

purchases of tangible personal property, digital property, or services for use solely in the 6 

government function.

c. Industrial tools. This group is limited to hand tools such as jigs, dies, 5 

drills, cutters, rolls, reamers, chucks, saws, and spray guns and to tools 6 

attached to a machine such as molds, grinding balls, grinding wheels, dies, 7 

bits, and cutting blades. Normally, for industrial tools to be considered 8 

directly used in the manufacturing or industrial processing process, they 9 

shall come into direct contact with the product being manufactured or 10

3. Materials and supplies that are not reusable in the same manufacturing or 12 

industrial processing process at the completion of a single manufacturing or 13 

processing cycle. A single manufacturing cycle shall be considered to be the 14 

period elapsing from the time the raw materials enter into the manufacturing 15 

process until the finished product emerges at the end of the manufacturing 16 

process.

(5)[(8)] All other sales made by nonprofit educational, charitable, or religious institutions or 21 

limited liability companies described in subsection (1) of this section are taxable and the 22 

tax may be passed on to the purchaser[customer] as provided in KRS 139.210. 23

2. The tangible product is taxable under KRS 138.220; 22 

(h) "Manufacturing" and "producing" means: 23 

1. Manufacturing, producing, constructing, or assembling components to produce 24 

a significantly different or enhanced end tangible product; 25 

2. Mining or severing natural resources from the earth; or 26 

3. Growing or raising agricultural or horticultural products or animals; 27 
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(i) "Real property" means land and anything growing on, attached to, or erected on it, 1 

excluding anything that may be severed without injury to the land; 2 

(j) "Reselling," "retailing," and "wholesaling" mean the sale of a tangible product; 3 

(k) "Tangible personal property" means property, other than real property, that has 4 

physical form and characteristics; and 5 

(l) "Tangible product" means real property and tangible personal property; 6 

(2) (a) For taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 2007, an annual limited liability 7 

entity tax shall be paid by every corporation and every limited liability pass-through 8 

entity doing business in Kentucky on all Kentucky gross receipts or Kentucky gross 9 

profits except as provided in this subsection. A small business exclusion from this tax 10 

shall be provided based on the reduction contained in this subsection. The tax shall be 11 

the greater of the amount computed under paragraph (b) of this subsection or one 12 

hundred seventy-five dollars ($175), regardless of the application of any tax credits 13 

provided under this chapter or any other provisions of the Kentucky Revised Statutes 14 

for which the business entity may qualify.

($6,000,000), the limited liability entity tax shall be nine and one-half 8 

cents ($0.095) per one hundred dollars ($100) of the corporation's or 9 

limited liability pass-through entity's Kentucky gross receipts. 10 

2. a. If the corporation's or limited liability pass-through entity's gross profits 11 

from all sources are three million dollars ($3,000,000) or less, the limited 12 

liability entity tax shall be one hundred seventy-five dollars ($175)[zero]; 13

from all sources are at least three million dollars ($3,000,000) but less 15 

than six million dollars ($6,000,000), the limited liability entity tax shall 16

c. If the corporation's or limited liability pass-through entity's gross profits 25 

from all sources are equal to or greater than six million dollars 26 

($6,000,000), the limited liability entity tax shall be seventy-five cents 27 
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($0.75) per one hundred dollars ($100) of all of the corporation's or 1 

limited liability pass-through entity's Kentucky gross profits. 2 

 In determining eligibility for the reductions contained in this paragraph, a member of 3 

a combined group shall consider the combined gross receipts and the combined gross 4 

profits from all sources of the entire combined group, including eliminating entries 5 

for transactions among the group.

(c) A credit shall be allowed against the tax imposed under paragraph (a) of this 7 

subsection for the current year to a corporation or limited liability pass-through entity 8 

that owns an interest in a limited liability pass-through entity. The credit shall be the 9 

proportionate share of tax calculated under this subsection by the lower-level pass-10 

through entity, as determined after the amount of tax calculated by the pass-through 11 

entity has been reduced by the minimum tax of one hundred seventy-five dollars 12 

($175). The credit shall apply across multiple layers of a multi-layered pass-through 13 

entity structure. The credit at each layer shall include the credit from each lower layer, 14 

after reduction for the minimum tax of one hundred seventy-five dollars ($175) at 15 

each layer.

(d) The department may promulgate administrative regulations to establish a method for 17 

calculating the cost of goods sold attributable to Kentucky. 18 

(3) A nonrefundable credit based on the tax calculated under subsection (2) of this section shall 19 

be allowed against the tax imposed by KRS 141.020 or 141.040. The credit amount shall be 20 

determined as follows: 21 

(a) The credit allowed a corporation subject to the tax imposed by KRS 141.040 shall be 22 

equal to the amount of tax calculated under subsection (2) of this section for the 23 

current year after subtraction of any credits identified in KRS 141.0205, reduced by 24 

the minimum tax of one hundred seventy-five dollars ($175), plus any credit 25 

determined in paragraph (b) of this subsection for tax paid by wholly or partially 26 

owned limited liability pass-through entities.

of tax paid has been reduced by the minimum tax of one hundred seventy-five dollars 8 

($175). The credit allowed to members, shareholders, or partners of a limited liability 9 

pass-through entity shall be applied to income tax assessed on income from the 10 

limited liability pass-through entity. Any remaining credit from the limited liability 11 

pass-through entity shall be disallowed. 12 

(4) Each taxpayer subject to the tax imposed in this section shall file a return, on forms 13 

prepared by the department, on or before the fifteenth day of the fourth month following the 14 

close of the taxpayer's taxable year.

(3) (a) For taxable years beginning after December 31, 2004, qualifying taxpayers whose 2 

modified gross income is below one hundred thirty-three percent (133%) of the 3 

threshold amount shall be entitled to a nonrefundable family size tax credit.

a.[1.] Has laws or practices that prevent effective exchange of information for 11 

tax purposes with other governments on taxpayers benefitting from the tax 12

b.[2.] Has a tax regime which lacks transparency. A tax regime lacks 14 

transparency if the details of legislative, legal, or administrative provisions 15 

are not open and apparent or are not consistently applied among similarly 16 

situated taxpayers, or if the information needed by tax authorities to 17 

determine a taxpayer's correct tax liability, such as accounting records and 18 

underlying documentation, is not adequately available; 19 

c.[3.]

2. "Tax haven" does not include a jurisdiction that has entered into a 4 

comprehensive income tax treaty with the United States, which the Secretary 5 

of the Treasury has determined is satisfactory for purposes of Section 6 

1(h)(11)(C)(i)(II) of the Internal Revenue Code; 7 

(e) "Taxpayer" means any corporation subject to the tax imposed under this chapter; 8 

(f) "Unitary business" means a single economic enterprise that is made up either of 9 

separate parts of a single corporation or of a commonly controlled group of 10 

corporations that are sufficiently interdependent, integrated, and interrelated through 11 

their activities so as to provide a synergy and mutual benefit that produces a sharing 12 

or exchange of value among them and a significant flow of value to the separate parts. 13 

For purposes of this section, the term "unitary business" shall be broadly construed, to 14 

the extent permitted by the United States Constitution; and 15 

(g) "United States" means the fifty (50) states of the United States, the District of 16 

Columbia, and United States' territories and possessions. 17 

(3) (a) Except as provided in KRS 141.201, a taxpayer engaged in a unitary business with 18 

one (1) or more other corporations shall file a combined report which includes the 19 

income, determined under subsection (5) of this section, and the apportionment 20 

fraction, determined under KRS 141.120 and paragraph (d) of this subsection, of all 21 

corporations that are members of the unitary business, and any other information as 22 

required by the department. The combined report shall be filed on a waters-edge 23 

basis under subsection (8) of this section. 24 

(b) The department may, by administrative regulation, require that the combined report 25 

include the income and associated apportionment factors of any corporations that are 26 

not included as provided by paragraph (a) of this subsection, but that are members of 27 
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a unitary business, in order to reflect proper apportionment of income of the entire 1 

unitary businesses.

(f) Notwithstanding paragraphs (a) to (e)[(d)] of this subsection, a consolidated return 22 

may be filed as provided in KRS 141.201 if the taxpayer makes an election according 23 

to KRS 141.201. 24 

(4) The use of a combined report does not disregard the separate identities of the taxpayer 25 

members of the combined group. Each taxpayer member is responsible for tax based on its 26 

taxable income or loss apportioned or allocated to this state, which shall include, in 27

(5) (a) Each taxpayer member is responsible for tax based on its taxable income or loss 6 

apportioned or allocated to this state, which shall include: 7 

1. Its share of any income apportionable to this state of each of the combined 8 

groups of which it is a member, determined under subsection (6) of this section; 9 

2. Its share of any income apportionable to this state of a distinct business activity 10 

conducted within and without the state wholly by the taxpayer member, 11 

determined under KRS 141.120; 12 

3. Its income from a business conducted wholly by the taxpayer member entirely 13 

within the state; 14 

4. Its income sourced to this state from the sale or exchange of capital or assets, 15 

and from involuntary conversions, as determined under subsection (8)(k) of this 16 

section; 17 

5. Its nonapportionable income or loss allocable to this state, determined under 18 

KRS 141.120; 19 

6. Its income or loss allocated or apportioned in an earlier year, required to be 20 

taken into account as state source income during the income year, other than a 21 

net operating loss; and 22 

7. Its net operating loss carryover. If the taxable income computed pursuant to this 23 

subsection results in a loss for a taxpayer member of the combined group, that 24 

taxpayer member has a Kentucky net operating loss, subject to the net operating 25 

loss limitations and carry forward provisions of KRS 141.011. The net 26 

operating loss is applied as a deduction in a subsequent year only if that 27 
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taxpayer has Kentucky source positive net income, whether or not the taxpayer 1 

is or was a member of a combined reporting group in the subsequent year. 2 

(b) No tax credit or post-apportionment deduction earned by one (1) member of the 3 

group, but not fully used by or allowed to that member, may be used in whole or in 4 

part by another member of the group or applied in whole or in part against the total 5 

income of the combined group. 6 

(c) A post-apportionment deduction carried over into a subsequent year as to the member 7 

that incurred it, and available as a deduction to that member in a subsequent year, will 8 

be considered in the computation of the income of that member in the subsequent 9 

year, regardless of the composition of that income as apportioned, allocated, or 10 

wholly within this state. 11 

(6) The taxpayer's share of the business income apportionable to this state of each combined 12 

group of which it is a member shall be the product of: 13 

(a) The apportionable income of the combined group, determined under subsection (7) of 14 

this section; and 15 

(b) The taxpayer member's apportionment fraction, determined under KRS 141.120, 16 

including in the sales factor numerator the taxpayer's sales associated with the 17 

combined group's unitary business in this state, and including in the denominator the 18 

sales of all members of the combined group, including the taxpayer, which sales are 19 

associated with the combined group's unitary business wherever located. The sales of 20 

a pass-through entity shall be included in the determination of the partner's 21 

apportionment percentage in proportion to a ratio, the numerator of which is the 22 

amount of the partner's distributive share of the pass-through entity's unitary income 23 

included in the income of the combined group as provided in subsection (8) of this 24 

section and the denominator of which is the amount of pass-through entity's total 25 

unitary income. 26 

(7) The apportionable income of a combined group is determined as follows: 27 
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(a) The total income of the combined group is the sum of the income of each member of 1 

the combined group determined under federal income tax laws, as adjusted for state 2 

purposes, as if the member were not consolidated for federal purposes; and 3 

(b) From the total income of the combined group determined under subsection (8) of this 4 

section, subtract any income and add any expense or loss, other than the 5 

apportionable income, expense, or loss of the combined group. 6 

(8) To determine the total income of the combined group, taxpayer members shall take into 7 

account all or a portion of the income and apportionment factor of only the following 8 

members otherwise included in the combined group as provided in subsection (3) of this 9 

section: 10 

(a) The entire income and apportionment percentage of any member incorporated in the 11 

United States or formed under the laws of any state, the District of Columbia, or any 12 

territory or possession of the United States that earns less than eighty percent (80%) 13 

of its income from sources outside of the United States, the District of Columbia, or 14 

any territory or possession of the United States; 15 

(b) Any member that earns more than twenty percent (20%) of its income, directly or 16 

indirectly, from intangible property or service related activities that are deductible 17 

against the apportionable income of other members of the combined group, to the 18 

extent of that income and the apportionment factor related to that income; 19 

(c) The entire income and apportionment factor of any member that is doing business in a 20 

tax haven. If the member's business activity within a tax haven is entirely outside the 21 

scope of the laws, provisions, and practices that cause the jurisdiction to meet the 22 

definition established in subsection (2)(d) of this section, the activity of the member 23 

shall be treated as not having been conducted in a tax haven; 24 

(d) If a unitary business includes income from a pass-through entity, the income to be 25 

included in the total income of the combined group shall be the member of the 26 

combined group's direct and indirect distributive share of the pass-through entity's 27 
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unitary income; 1 

(e) Income from an intercompany transaction between members of the same combined 2 

group shall be deferred in a manner similar to 26 C.F.R. 1.1502-13. Upon the 3 

occurrence of any of the following events, deferred income resulting from an 4 

intercompany transaction between members of a combined group shall be restored to 5 

the income of the seller, and shall be apportionable income earned immediately 6 

before the event: 7 

1. The object of a deferred intercompany transaction is: 8 

a. Resold by the buyer to an entity that is not a member of the combined 9 

group; 10 

b. Resold by the buyer to an entity that is a member of the combined group 11 

for use outside the unitary business in which the buyer and seller are 12 

engaged; or 13 

c. Converted by the buyer to a use outside the unitary business in which the 14 

buyer and seller are engaged; or 15 

2. The buyer and seller are no longer members of the same combined group, 16 

regardless of whether the members remain unitary; 17 

(f) A charitable expense incurred by a member of a combined group shall, to the extent 18 

allowable as a deduction provided by Section 170 of the Internal Revenue Code, be 19 

subtracted first from the apportionable income of the combined group, subject to the 20 

income limitations of that section applied to the entire apportionable income of the 21 

group, and any remaining amount shall then be treated as a nonapportionable expense 22 

allocable to the member that incurred the expense, subject to the income limitations 23 

of that section applied to the nonapportionable income of that specific member. Any 24 

charitable deduction disallowed under this paragraph, but allowed as a carryover 25 

deduction in a subsequent year, shall be treated as originally incurred in the 26 

subsequent year by the same member, and this paragraph shall apply in the 27 
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subsequent year in determining the allowable deduction in that year; 1 

(g) Gain or loss from the sale or exchange of capital assets, property described by Section 2 

1231(a)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code, and property subject to an involuntary 3 

conversion shall be removed from the total separate net income of each member of a 4 

combined group and shall be apportioned and allocated as follows: 5 

1. For each class of gain or loss, including short-term capital, long-term capital, 6 

Internal Revenue Code Section 1231, and involuntary conversions, all members' 7 

gain and loss for the class shall be combined, without netting between the 8 

classes, and each class of net gain or loss separately apportioned to each 9 

member using the member's apportionment percentage determined under 10 

subsection (6) of this section; 11 

2. Each taxpayer member shall then net its apportioned business gain or loss for all 12 

classes, including any apportioned gain and loss from other combined groups, 13 

against the taxpayer member's nonapportionable gain and loss for all classes 14 

allocated to this state, using the rules of Sections 1231 and 1222 of the Internal 15 

Revenue Code, without regard to any of the taxpayer member's gains or losses 16 

from the sale or exchange of capital assets, Internal Revenue Code Section 1231 17 

property, and involuntary conversions which are nonapportionable items 18 

allocated to another state; 19 

3. Any resulting state source income or loss, if the loss is not subject to the 20 

limitations of Section 1211 of the Internal Revenue Code, of a taxpayer member 21 

produced by the application of subparagraphs 1. and 2. of this paragraph shall 22 

then be applied to all other state source income or loss of that member; and 23 

4. Any resulting state source loss of a member that is subject to the limitations of 24 

Section 1211 of the Internal Revenue Code shall be carried forward by that 25 

member, and shall be treated as state source short-term capital loss incurred by 26 

that member for the year for which the carryover applies; and 27 
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(h) Any expense of one (1) member of the unitary group which is directly or indirectly 1 

attributable to the nonapportionable or exempt income of another member of the 2 

unitary group shall be allocated to that other member as corresponding 3 

nonapportionable or exempt expense, as appropriate. 4 

(9) (a) As a filing convenience, and without changing the respective liability of the group 5 

members, members of a combined reporting group shall annually designate one (1) 6 

taxpayer member of the combined group to file a single return in the form and manner 7 

prescribed by the department, in lieu of filing their own respective returns. 8 

(b) The taxpayer member designated to file the single return shall consent to act as surety 9 

with respect to the tax liability of all other taxpayers properly included in the 10 

combined report, and shall agree to act as agent on behalf of those taxpayers for the 11 

taxable year for matters relating to the combined report. If for any reason the surety is 12 

unwilling or unable to perform its responsibilities, tax liability may be assessed 13 

against the taxpayer members. 14

this section[KRS 141.0401(6)(r)], shall withhold Kentucky income tax on the 6 

distributive share, whether distributed or undistributed, of each: 7 

1. Nonresident individual partner, member, or shareholder; and 8 

2. Corporate partner or member that is doing business in Kentucky only through 9 

its ownership interest in a pass-through entity. 10 

(b) Withholding shall be at the maximum rate provided in KRS 141.020 or 141.040. 11 

(5) (a) Effective for taxable years beginning after December 31, 2018[2011], every pass-12 

through entity required to withhold Kentucky income tax as provided by subsection 13 

(4) of this section shall pay[make a declaration and payment of] estimated tax for the 14 

taxable year if: 15 

1. For a nonresident individual partner, member, or shareholder, the estimated tax 16 

liability can reasonably be expected to exceed five hundred dollars ($500); or 17 

2. For a corporate partner or member that is doing business in Kentucky only 18 

through its ownership interest in a pass-through entity, the estimated tax liability 19 

can reasonably be expected to exceed five thousand dollars ($5,000). 20 

(b) The[ declaration and] payment of estimated tax shall contain the information and 21 

shall be filed as provided in KRS 141.207. 22

then the pass-through entity shall not be required to withhold on that partner, 25 

member, or shareholder for the current year unless the exemption from withholding 26 

has been revoked pursuant to paragraph (b) of this subsection.

entity's items of income, loss, and deduction multiplied by the apportionment 22 

fraction of the pass-through entity as prescribed in subsection (11) of this 23

(b) The partner's, member's, or shareholder's total distributive share of credits of the pass-25 

through entity. 26 

(9) A corporation that is subject to tax under KRS 141.040 and is a partner or member in a 27 
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pass-through entity shall take into account the corporation's distributive share of the pass-1 

through entity's items of income, loss, and deduction and: 2 

(a) 1. For taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 2007, but prior to 3 

January 1, 2018, shall include the proportionate share of the sales, property, and 4 

payroll of the limited liability pass-through entity or general partnership in 5 

computing its own apportionment factor; and 6 

2. For taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 2018, shall include the 7 

proportionate share of the sales of the limited liability pass-through entity or 8 

general partnership in computing its own apportionment factor; and 9 

(b) Credits from the partnership. 10 

(10) (a) If a pass-through entity is doing business both within and without this state, the pass-11 

through entity shall compute and furnish to each partner, member, or shareholder the 12 

numerator and denominator of each factor of the apportionment fraction determined 13 

in accordance with subsection (11) of this section. 14 

(b) For purposes of determining an apportionment fraction under paragraph (a) of this 15 

subsection, if the pass-through entity is: 16 

1. Doing business both within and without this state; and 17 

2. A partner or member in another pass-through entity; 18 

 then the pass-through entity shall be deemed to own the pro rata share of the property 19 

owned or leased by the other pass-through entity, and shall also include its pro rata 20 

share of the other pass-through entity's payroll and sales. 21 

(c) The phrases "a partner or member in another pass-through entity" and "doing business 22 

both within and without this state" shall extend to each level of multiple-tiered pass-23 

through entities.

(1) No suit shall be maintained in any court to restrain or delay the collection or payment of the 5 

tax levied by this chapter.

(c) The addition to tax identified by 26 U.S.C. sec. 6654(a) shall instead be considered 26 

a penalty under Section 4 of this Act; 27 
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(d) The tax interest rate identified under KRS 131.183 shall be used to determine the 1 

underpayment rate instead of the rate under 26 U.S.C. sec. 6621; and 2 

(e) Any waiver of penalties shall be performed as provided in Section 3 of this Act. 3 

(4) The department may promulgate administrative regulations to implement this 4 

section[The estimated tax provided for in KRS 141.300 shall be paid as follows: 5 

(a) If the declaration is filed on or before April 15 of the taxable year, the estimated tax 6 

shall be paid in four (4) equal installments. The first installment shall be paid at the 7 

time of the filing of the declaration, the second and third on June 15 and September 8

The 19 

first installment shall be paid at the time of the filing of the declaration and the 20

of this section shall be determined under the separate accounting method reflecting 18 

only the gross income, deductions, expenses, gains, and losses allowed under this 19 

chapter directly attributable to the facility and overhead expenses apportioned to the 20 

facility; and 21 

(b) Kentucky gross receipts or Kentucky gross profits attributable to the project for 22 

purposes of subsection (3) of this section shall be determined under the separate 23 

accounting method reflecting only the Kentucky gross receipts or Kentucky gross 24 

profits directly attributable to the facility. 25 

(7) If an approved company can show to the satisfaction of the department that the nature of 26 

the operations and activities of the approved company are such that it is not practical to use 27 
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the separate accounting method to determine the net income, Kentucky gross receipts, or 1 

Kentucky gross profits from the facility at which the eligible project is located, the 2 

approved company shall determine net income, Kentucky gross receipts, or Kentucky gross 3 

profits from the eligible project using an alternative method approved by the department. 4 

(8) The department may promulgate administrative regulations and require the filing of forms 5 

designed by the department to reflect the intent of this section and KRS 154.27-080 and the 6 

allowable income tax credit which an approved company may retain under this section and 7 

KRS 154.27-080. 8

(a) "Clean coal facility" means an electric generation facility beginning commercial 11 

operation on or after January 1, 2005, at a cost greater than one hundred fifty million 12 

dollars ($150,000,000) that is located in the Commonwealth of Kentucky and is 13 

certified by the Energy and Environment Cabinet as reducing emissions of pollutants 14 

released during generation of electricity through the use of clean coal equipment and 15

generation of electricity from eligible coal; 19

electricity from eligible coal; 22 

(d) "Eligible coal" means coal that is subject to the tax imposed under KRS 143.020; 23 

(e) "Ton" means a unit of weight equivalent to two thousand (2,000) pounds; and 24 

(f) "Taxpayer" means taxpayer as defined in KRS 131.010(4). 25 

(2) Effective for tax years ending on or after December 31, 2006, a nonrefundable, 26 

nontransferable credit shall be allowed for: 27 
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(a) Any electric power company subject to tax under KRS 136.120 and certified as a 1 

clean coal facility or any taxpayer that owns or operates a clean coal facility and 2 

purchases eligible coal that is used by the taxpayer in a certified clean coal facility; or 3 

(b) A parent company of an entity identified in paragraph (a) of this subsection if the 4 

subsidiary is wholly owned. 5 

(3) (a) The credit may be taken against the taxes imposed by: 6 

1.[ KRS 136.070; 7 

2.] KRS 136.120; or 8 

2.[3.] KRS 141.020 or 141.040, and 141.0401. 9 

(b) The credit shall not be carried forward and must be used on the tax return filed for the 10 

period during which the eligible coal was purchased. The Energy and Environment 11

tax liability of the approved company related to the reinvestment project for that 26 

taxable year or the approved costs that have not yet been recovered. 27 
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(b) For an approved company which receives preliminary approval on or after February 1, 1 

2010, the amount of incentives allowed in any year shall not exceed the lesser of the 2 

tax liability of the approved company related to the reinvestment project for that 3 

taxable year or twenty percent (20%) of the total amount of the approved costs. 4 

(c) The incentives shall be allowed for each taxable year of the approved company during 5 

the term of the reinvestment agreement for which a tax return is filed by the approved 6 

company. 7 

Section 73.   KRS 155.170 is amended to read as follows: 8 

(1) An annual excise tax is hereby levied on every corporation organized under this chapter for 9 

the privilege of transacting business in this Commonwealth during the calendar year, 10 

according to or measured by its entire net income, as defined herein, received or accrued 11 

from all sources during the preceding calendar year, hereinafter referred to as taxable year, 12 

at the rate of four and one-half percent (4.5%) of such entire net income.

It is the purpose and intent of the General Assembly to levy 22 

taxes on corporations organized pursuant to this chapter so that all such corporations will 23 

be taxed uniformly in a just and equitable manner in accordance with the provisions of the 24 

Constitution of the Commonwealth of Kentucky. The intent of this section is for the 25 

General Assembly to exercise the powers of classification and of taxation on property, 26 

franchises, and trades conferred by Section 171 of the Constitution of the Commonwealth. 27 
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(3) On or before June 1 of each year, the executive officer or officers of each corporation shall 1 

file with the commissioner of the Department of Revenue a full and accurate report of all 2 

income received or accrued during the taxable year, and also an accurate record of the legal 3 

deductions in the same calendar year to the end that the correct entire net income of the 4 

corporation may be determined. This report shall be in such form and contain such 5 

information as the commissioner of the Department of Revenue may specify. At the time of 6 

making such report by each corporation, the taxes levied by this section with respect to an 7 

excise tax on corporations organized pursuant to this chapter shall be paid to the 8 

commissioner of the Department of Revenue.

(4) The securities, evidences of indebtedness, and shares of the capital stock issued by the 10 

corporation established under the provisions of this chapter, their transfer, and income 11 

therefrom and deposits of financial institutions invested therein, shall at all times be free 12 

from taxation within the Commonwealth.

(5) Any stockholder, member, or other holder of any securities, evidences of indebtedness, or 14 

shares of the capital stock of the corporation who realizes a loss from the sale, redemption, 15 

or other disposition of any securities, evidences of indebtedness, or shares of the capital 16 

stock of the corporation, including any such loss realized on a partial or complete 17 

liquidation of the corporation, and who is not entitled to deduct such loss in computing any 18 

of such stockholder's, member's, or other holder's taxes to the Commonwealth shall be 19 

entitled to credit against any taxes subsequently becoming due to the Commonwealth from 20 

such stockholder, member, or other holder, a percentage of such loss equivalent to the 21 

highest rate of tax assessed for the year in which the loss occurs upon mercantile and 22 

business corporations. 23 

Section 74.   KRS 160.613 is amended to read as follows: 24 

(1) There is hereby authorized a utility gross receipts license tax for schools not to exceed three 25 

percent (3%) of the gross receipts derived from the furnishing, within the district, of utility 26

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(a) Amounts received for furnishing energy or energy-producing fuels to a person 1 

engaged in manufacturing or industrial processing if that person provides the 2

(2) If any user of utility services purchases the utility services directly from any supplier who is 10 

exempt either by state or federal law from the utility gross receipts license tax, then the user 11 

of the utility services, if the tax has been levied in the user's school district, shall be liable 12 

for the tax and shall register with and pay directly to the department, in accordance with 13 

the provisions of KRS 160.615, a utility gross receipts license tax for schools computed by 14 

multiplying the gross cost of all utility services received by the tax rate levied under the 15 

provisions of this section. 16 

(3) [If ]A person engaged in manufacturing or industrial[,] processing whose cost of[, mining, 17 

or refining chooses to claim that the] energy or energy-producing fuels used in the course 18 

of manufacturing or industrial processing[purchased from a utility services provider] 19 

exceeds an amount equal to three percent (3%) of the cost of production may apply to the 20 

department for a utility gross receipts license tax energy direct pay authorization. Cost of 21 

production shall be computed on the basis of a plant facility, which shall include all 22 

operations within the continuous, unbroken, integrated manufacturing or processing 23 

production process that ends with a product packaged and ready for sale. If the 24 

person[as provided in subsection (1)(a) of this section and] receives confirmation of 25 

eligibility from the department, the person shall: 26 

(a) Provide the utility services provider with a copy of the utility gross receipts license 27 
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tax energy direct pay authorization issued by the department for all purchases of 1

(4) A person who performs a manufacturing or industrial processing activity for a fee and 5 

does not take ownership of the tangible personal property that is incorporated into, or 6 

becomes the product of, the manufacturing or industrial processing activity is a toller. 7 

For periods on or after July 1, 2018, the costs of the tangible personal property shall be 8 

excluded from the toller's cost of production at a plant facility with tolling operations in 9 

place as of July 1, 2018.

(c) Maintains separate payroll, bank accounts, tax returns, and other records that 21 

demonstrate its independent operations in the performance of its tolling 22

(d) Demonstrates one (1) or more substantial business purposes for the tolling 24 

operations germane to the overall manufacturing, industrial processing activities, 25 

or corporate structure at the plant facility. A business purpose is a purpose other 26 

than the reduction of utility gross receipts license tax liability for the purchases of 27 
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energy and energy-producing fuels; and 1 

(e) Provides information to the department upon request that documents fulfillment of 2 

the requirements in paragraphs (a) to (d) of this subsection and gives an overview 3 

of its tolling operations with an explanation of how the tolling operations relate 4 

and connect with all other manufacturing or industrial processing activities 5 

occurring at the plant facility. 6

10. Interstate telephone service, if the interstate charge is separately itemized for 6 

each call; and 7 

11. If the interstate calls are not itemized, the portion of telephone charges 8 

identified and set out on the customer's bill as interstate as supported by the 9 

provider's books and records; 10 

(3) "Gross cost" means the total cost of utility services including the cost of the tangible 11 

personal property and any services associated with obtaining the utility services regardless 12 

from whom purchased; 13 

(4) "Gross receipts" means all amounts received in money, credits, property, or other money's 14 

worth in any form, as consideration for the furnishing of utility services; 15 

(5) "Utility services" means the furnishing of communications services, electric power, water, 16 

and natural, artificial, and mixed gas; 17 

(6) "Cable service" has the same meaning as[ provided] in KRS 136.602; 18 

(7) "Satellite broadcast and wireless cable service" has the same meaning as[ provided] in KRS 19 

136.602; 20 

(8) "Ring tones" has the same meaning as[ provided] in KRS 136.602;[ and] 21 

(9) "Multichannel video programming service" has the same meaning as in KRS 136.602;  22 

(10) "Industrial processing" has the same meaning as in Section 19 of this Act; 23 

(11) "Manufacturing" has the same meaning as in Section 19 of this Act; and 24 

(12) "Plant facility" has the same meaning as in Section 19 of this Act. 25 

Section 76.   KRS 160.637 is amended to read as follows: 26

(x) The film industry credit permitted by KRS 141.383 for applications approved on or 27

(y) The inventory credit permitted by KRS 141.408. 2 

(6) After the application of the nonrefundable credits in subsection (5) of this section, the 3 

refundable credits shall be taken in the following order: 4 

(a) The corporation estimated tax payment credit permitted by KRS 141.044; 5 

(b) The certified rehabilitation credit permitted by KRS 171.3961 and 171.397(1)(b); and 6 

(c) The film industry tax credit permitted by KRS 141.383 for applications approved 7

Section 88.   It is the intent of the General Assembly to study the long-term impact of the 7 

income tax on certain family-size households and to extend the provisions of Section 43 of this 8 

Act or find a permanent alternative to those provisions. 9 

Section 89.   Whereas it is important for the General Assembly to clarify certain tax 10 

provisions immediately, an emergency is declared to exist, and Sections 28 and 29 of this Act 11 

take effect upon its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a 12
